OmoiNNATi, Feb. 7.—The run inaugu- 
rated on the Metropolitan bank yester- 
day morning continued all day and com- 
pelled the bank to close its doors in the 
afternoon. 
The bank's 
solidity 
has 
been questioned for some time, and 
justly so, as tbe bank held worthless 
securities. 


CiKCiNNATi. Feb. 7.—The silence of 
the tomb prevails at the Metropolitan 
bank this «norning. 
The door leading 
from the vestibule into the Metropolitan 
bank is closed and placHded with an 
announcement that the bank is in tbe 
hands of the comptroller of 
currency, 
acting through Mr. Sanders, the United 
States national bank examiner. 
A few 
clerks can be seen through the glass in 
the door and a single watchman lounges 
at the door of the sumptuous room of 
the president. 
Small groups of people 
enter the vestibule and look for a mo- 
ment on the vacated quarters of the 
great bank and read therein a lesson of 
the power of the national government. 


All connected with the bank say this 
would not have happened if the govern- 
ment had caused the arrest of ex-Vice 
President Decamp. 
It is true the arrest 
moved the; other banks to 
withdraw 
kiieir offers'of assistance, but it may be 
that the government acted mercifully in 
directing their money from the Metro- 
politan for the charge made in the war- 
rant for 
Decamp's arrest, does 
not 
neccessarily cover all that may be in 
pofisessiou of the government. 


More f-eiious charges than certifying 
to a false statement of the condition of 
the bank may be brought to the notice 
of the grand jury, which, by the way, 
will begin its sessions in a day or two. 
Mr. Decamp had no diflSculty in pro- 
curricg bondsmen to join him in 
bond, which was placed at $20,000 
he was not kept in custody, but 
the bond was being prepared. 


Another sensational feature has been 
added to the Metropolitan bank suspen- 
sion. 
It is the arrest of Hon. 
Wm. 
Means, the president of the bank. 
A 
warrant was issued this morning, 
but 
was not served in the usual manner, out 
of regard for Mr. Means. 


District Attorney Burner notified him 
after 12 o'clock of the issuance of the 
writ and arranged for Mr. Means to go 
voluntarily with his bondsmen to the 
commissioner's office at 2 o'clock. With 
S^ye Fidelity cases fresh in mind and 
with the proof they gave of the relent- 
less power of the government 
where 
there has been a plain transgression of 
e law, this arrest causes a decided sen- 
sation. 


Mr. Means Las had held a leading po- 
sition among business men for a number 
of years and has been reputed 
quite 
wealthy. 
He served a term as mayor, 
when he was elected, not by a party 
vote, but by a combination whose sup- 
port was a compliment to their candi- 
date to have a man of such prominence 
put on. 
The peril of 
imprisonment 
causes a profound feeling. 
There is a 
fairly well authenticated statement that 
the examination of the bank books and 
papers show gross violations of 
the 
banking law to loans to officers and 
others connected with the bank.
